Funding roll out for flood-hit homes 


A THREE-pronged bid to help flood-hit home 
owners and communities has been unveiled by 
Somerset County Council. 

The council is proposing more than £250,000 in 
funding to help those hit by floods. It comes on 
the back of £300,000 of funding towards schemes 
that help prevent flooding in the first place. 

The proposals will see a £50,000 grant to help 
people suffering hardship after flooding at home; 
£200,000 in grants available for flood schemes; 

£300,000 available to work in partnership with 
other agencies to begin to dredge key rivers, in¬ 
cluding the River Parrett; and a commitment to 
lobby government and the Environment Agency 
for extra flood prevention funding for Somerset. 

Cabinet member David Hall said: “We really un¬ 
derstand how traumatic it is when your home, 
business or community suffers flooding and we 
want to act quickly to help. 

“The £50,000 is a one off hardship grant and is 
vital money for people to help in a crisis. We did 
this last year and it was very well received by 
those in need. We believe it is right in the current 
situation to help once again. 

“Last year we also made £200,000 available for 
individuals and communities to bid for funding to 
help prevent flooding. This year we are consider¬ 
ing the same again, with a further £200,000. These 
small grants can make a huge difference, and we 
are keen to ensure that parish councils and com¬ 
munity groups are directly involved to ensure 
maximum benefit to their areas 

“We have already put aside £300,000 for river 
dredging. This money will be made available to 
the Environment Agency and we are working with 
others to boost this fund. This work includes lob¬ 
bying government and government agencies for 
additional contributions.”

Justin Sargent, chief executive of the Somerset 
Community Foundation, said: “Thanks to the 
grant from Somerset County Council we will be 
working with parish councils, local authorities and 
other community leaders in the coming days and 
weeks to make sure everyone who may be eligible 
for emergency relief grants can access the funds 
swiftly. 

“We are also now expanding the scope of our 
Surviving Winter appeal to include the most vul¬ 
nerable households affected by the flooding and 
we encourage anyone who wishes to help those 
most affected by the floods to donate. Donations 
can be made via our website 
www.somersetcf.org.uk or call us on 01749 
344949.”

South Somerset District Council have had a busy 
Christmas and New Year period, responding to 
calls for help after heavy rain caused severe flood¬ 
ing in many areas. 

Flood warnings were issued in many parts of the 
district by the Environment Agency and, with the 
water still potentially rising in the rivers, along 
with the run-off of water from the fields, there is 
still the danger of flooding in some parts of the 
district. 

The district council’s Streetscene Services Team 
were out this week delivering sandbags to those 
properties that had requested them. As of Monday, 
the team had gone through 40 tonnes of sand and 
delivered an estimated 3,500 sandbags and self- 


inflating gel bags to households. 

Flooding on roads caused the council’s teams 
great difficulties in getting around the district, fur¬ 
ther hampered by the fact that most of the trucks 
the teams use can only carry a maximum of 40 
sandbags before they reach the maximum weight 
limit of the vehicle. High winds have also caused 
the authority further complications, with trees 
falling down and therefore manpower having to 
be diverted to felling trees rather than delivering 
sandbags. 

Staff have been working over the past few week¬ 
ends under the coordination of the civil contingen¬ 
cies manager to ensure sandbags still get those 
who request them out of normal working hours. 

Councillor Jo Roundell Greene, portfolio holder 
for environment and economic development, said: 
“I am exceptionally proud of the way in which my 
team has worked in the most difficult of condi¬ 
tions to help people out in their time of need. I 
know that their work will have saved many fami¬ 
lies from suffering the anguish of a flooded home 
and I have been particularly happy to receive a 
number of compliments both about the speed of 
the district council’s response and about the cheer¬ 
ful manner of our staff when delivering the much 
needed sandbags.” 

As the rain continues to fall across South Som¬ 
erset, residents are advised to keep up to date with 
flood warnings by checking the Environment 
Agency website and listening to local weather via 
radio or television. Residents are also advised to 
be prepared by buying sandbags in advance and 
thinking about how they can protect their property 
in the future with the use of flood boards. 

South Somerset District Council has a policy to 
issue gel bags and sandbags free of charge (six per 
doorway) to residential properties only upon re¬ 


quest, if the property is in immediate danger of 
flooding. Should residents require sandbags, they 
should call 01935 462462. Additional sandbags 
can be purchased from the district council at a cost 
of £3.20, subject to availability. 

Somerset County Council’s Highways team also 
had a busy start to the Christmas period dealing 
with flooding. 

The council received 275 calls on December 
23rd, responding to more than 150 reports of haz¬ 
ards in the road, including fallen trees and other 
debris, and more than 50 incidents of drains and 
gullies blocked by branches. 

There were 10 teams working on flooding issues 
and a further 10 tree contractors dealing with 
fallen trees throughout the day. These numbers 
were doubled overnight on December 23rd when 
a further 100 calls were received. 

Councillor John Osman, leader of Somerset 
County Council, said: “I’d like to pay tribute to all 
our staff and contractors who have been working 
flat out to keep Somerset’s roads clear in the pre- 
Christmas rush. 

“It’s at times like these that the county council 
seems at its most vital - going the extra mile to 
help the public. Thank you to everyone for their 
efforts.” 

On New Year’s Day the Highways Team re¬ 
sponded to 43 call outs across the county.

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Campaign for school defibrillators continues 


THANKS to a Tatworth mother and her 
fundraising campaign, Holyrood Acad¬ 
emy has become the latest school in the 
area to obtain a defibrillator, which could 
save a life incase of heart attack. 

In February last year Linda Kellaway, 
whose son Charlie has a rare heart condi¬ 
tion, decided to support the Sudden Ar¬ 
rhythmic Death Syndrome (SADS) UK 
Big Shock Campaign, to place defibrilla¬ 
tors in schools, by raising the money to 
get one placed at Tatworth Primary 
School. 

The response to her fundraising efforts

was so impressive that she has now raised 
£6,690 and been able to fund five of the 
machines. 

During Holyrood’s inset day on Tues¬ 
day, January 7th, Mrs Kellaway and her 
son were welcomed by the new school 
principle, Martin Brook and watched as 
staff were given instructions on how to 
operate their new defibrillator by instruc¬ 
tor Tom Jackson, assistant community re¬ 
sponder officer.

Staff learnt how simple the electronic 
machine was to use as it speaks directions 
and can be used on children as young as 
one year old, as well as adults, as the 
technology automatically adapts the 
charge given to the chest according to 
age. 

Mrs Kellaway was delighted to have 
been able to donate so many machines 
and would like to thank everyone who 
took part in her sponsored cycle ride and 
other fundraising events last year, and to 
schools for taking the devices on board.

Council vote for development on east 
side of town in Local Plan consultation 


AFTER two hours of debate at a special meet¬ 
ing of Ilminster Town Council, members 
opted to support development in the eastern 
side of the town as part of the Local Plan con¬ 
sultation. 

The special meeting was held at Swanmead 
School on on Monday in front of a large audi¬ 
ence of local residents. 

Despite the planning inspector favouring the 
western development on the grounds of the 
sustainability study, previous members of the 
town council had preferred the eastern end, 
based on its own local consulation. An ongo¬ 
ing argument as to whether future develop¬ 
ment should be to the east or west of the town 
continues to divide opinion in the town. 

The Local Plan consultation period was ex¬ 
tended until today (Lriday) to give Ilminster 
Town Council time to give their response. 

Having read a great deal of evidence and 
heard a number of members of the public 
speak in open forum, the councillors were 
each given a chance to voice their own views 
before the final recorded vote was taken. 

The main argument against developing in 
the west (Canal Way) was given as Herne Hill 
being of great significance to the town in 
terms of historical value and as a tourist at¬ 
traction, as well as popular with local people, 
and visions of a “s kir t” of housing around it 
was “unthinkable”. 

Another argument was that that the tenants 
of Coldhabour Parm would lose their liveli¬ 
hood and it would take people too far from the 
town centre, creating a “dormitory town”. 
Councillor Linda Vijeh said that the county 
council had promised additional land to the 
farm for it to continue. 

On the eastern side there were objections to

the use of farm land for development and the 
additional flood risk, as well as environmental 
impact from infrastructure. 

Pour councillors were absent from the meet¬ 
ing and of those attending, the vote went in 
favour of the eastern option. 

Councillor Roger Swann proposed they 
adopt the Shudrick Lane option, seconded by 
Councillor David Miller with Councillors Val 
Keitch, Sophie Storey, Carol Goodall and the 
Mayor, Councillor Emma Jane Taylor, sup¬ 
porting. Voting against were Councillors John 
Pallister, Stuart Shepherd and Linda Vijeh, 
with Councillor Andrew Shearman abstaining. 

South Somerset District Council leader Ric 
Pallister pointed out to everyone in the hall 
that this was by no means a done deal and that 
the whole process of consultation could be re¬ 
peated if there were enough objectors to make 
them take another look. 

He added a word of caution that, in the 
meantime, any planning application on either 
site which came forward would have to be 
viewed upon its own merits and developers 
were very aware that until the Local Plan was 
firmly in place, they had a chance to get a 
foothold. 

The mayor read out a statement at the begin¬ 
ning of the meeting to lay to rest rumours in 
the town that there had been secret meetings 
of the council and decisions already taken on 
the matter. She said that councillors had been 
given a workshop, particularly for the benefit 
of the newer members, to bring them up to 
speed with the information already collated 
and the consulation process. 


Robert Drayton, a spokesman for the Save 
Shudrick Valley Group, commented after the 
meeting: “The decision by the town council 
was no more than we expected. But what did 
surprise us was the fact that there were only 
six votes in favour. Three councillors voted 
against, there was one abstention and four ab¬ 
sentees. 

“The petition from campaigners in Canal 
Way states that the town council is ‘strongly 
behind the Shudrick Lane development’ - six 
out of 14 councillors is not even 50 per cent 
and is not a great mandate, certainly not strong 
support. 

“The mayor mentioned there was a petition 
signed by 316 people in Canal Way against 
development there, but failed to tell the meet¬ 
ing that a similar number of people support 
the Save Shudrick Valley Campaign. There 
was a better attendance by opponents of de¬ 
velopment in Shudrick Valley than residents 
of Canal Way, so the council also cannot claim 
to have public opinion on its side. 

“Of the issues raised, the council and resi¬ 
dents at Canal Way have expressed concern 
over Heme Hill. The concept plan for devel¬ 
opment in Canal Way shows housing only on 
the flatter fields, not those immediately below 
Heme Hill, and the hill itself would not be af¬ 
fected. The development area shown would be 
smaller anyway because it currently shows 
more houses than the town requires. 

“It was again made clear by the district 
council that if the option for direction of 
growth is changed yet again with a fourth at¬ 
tempt at getting it through, and the plan is then 
deemed unsound by the inspector, then we 
could face a planning free-for-all and that is 
not in the town’s best interests.”

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Now that is charity! 


A GOOD friend of mine with a few quid to spare re¬ 
cently visited the London headquarters of a leading 
global charity with a view in his wallet to giving some 
money to the needy. He was horrified at what he saw. 

“It was opulent,” he said, “I have never been in such 
a plush office in my life; they must have spent tens of 
thousands of pounds on decorating the place and it 
made me wonder how much of the money from the 
collecting tins had been spent on the furnishings.” 

My friend left the building without giving that char¬ 
ity one penny. 

Charity is often big business these days as the argu¬ 
ment goes that when you are collecting and distribut¬ 
ing vast sums it needs to be done on business lines; 
professionally accounted, attractively-presented and 
with businesslike remunerations like healthy expenses 
and whacking big salaries for those at the top who ad¬ 
minister the good work. 

The trouble is, does that stick in your craw? 

Certainly some of the more lucrative aspects of the 
charity business gets the goat of more than a few of 
us; look at the row that recently blew up when it was 
discovered that Comic Relief invests a portion of our 
heart-tugged donations in the arms business. What, a 
number of us asked, was Comic Relief doing invest¬ 
ing in anything, let alone in the industry of killing? 

Surely, we argued, the point of a charity was to get 
the money in, buy aid with it and then get that aid 
straight out to those who need it, because if lives de¬ 
pend on our giving how long were those lives ex¬ 
pected to just hang on while share portfolios come 
into profit? 

I know that’s a simplistic view, but that doesn’t 
mean it’s a wrong one. 

Nor is it wrong to feel a bit “oo-err” over the fact 
that the chief executive of Comic Relief is paid 
£120,000 a year.

Mind you, he’s not alone, you can earn very nicely 
running a charity these days. Look at the British Red 
Cross; The Daily Telegraph recently revealed that the 
boss of that admirable institution earns £184,000. In 
the same article the Telegraph shocked me rigid by 
reporting that Save The Children’s CEO trousers 
£163,000 and indeed that 30 British charity chiefs 
earn more than £100,000 a year. 

Little wonder that the Charity Commission has crit¬ 
icised the do-good business for “the risk of bringing 
the charitable world into disrepute”. 

Although some of us, well, me at least, feel that St 
Andrew’s Healthcare, the UK’s biggest mental health¬ 
care charity, is doing a pretty good job promoting that 
risk on its own. 

Last year St Andrew’s Healthcare paid its boss 
£653,000. In his defence a spokesman said words to 
the effect that he works very hard. Fine, but don’t we 
all, luv? 

I’ll tell you where they work very hard and that’s 
over in the cold, little warehouse in Midsomer Norton 


that is the HQ of a charity called World Water Works 
- www.worldwaterworks.org - run by the Chelwood 
Bridge branch of the Rotary Club. 

There’s no plush offices at a posh West End address 
here. What cramped office space that they do have is 
rented off and shared with a haulage company, and is 
situated down a bleak, nondescript road on an indus¬ 
trial estate. 

Nobody who works at World Water Works is paid 
for it and nobody gets expenses either. But boy, do 
they work hard. 

World Water Works is in the disaster business. When 
a natural disaster hits, be it floods, earthquake, hurri¬ 
cane, drought, the Rotarians drop whatever they are 
doing, roll up their sleeves and get to work with the 
business of saving life immediately. 

They do this by packing boxes. Not any old boxes 
but the Water Survival Box, a brilliant piece of plastic 
kit which contains all that you need to stay alive when 
a natural disaster has robbed you of everything, in¬ 
cluding - and most importantly - a simple water pu¬ 
rification system that will provide a family of four 
with clean water every day for a year. Because with¬ 
out clean water, you’re dead. 

When a disaster hits the news, team leader Hugo 
Pike hits his email and tracks down the nearest Rotary 
District to the disaster zone to message them that this 
marvellous emergency rescue is go. The message is 
starkly simple: “Do you need help? We can send it.” 

Then the team works 16 hours a day, seven days a 
week flat out packing boxes. When they have packed 
enough to make up a plane load, pallets of the sur¬ 
vival boxes are express couriered to the disaster zone 
where Rotarians at the other end quickly get them out 
to those who are dying of thirst. Simple, effective, job 
done, lives saved. 

To date, almost 12,000 water survival boxes have

Small businesses in Somerset MUST learn the difference between tax avoidance & tax 
planning in 2014 if they are to avoid being targeted by HMRC says tax expert Robert Stone 


SMALL and medium businesses (SMEs) in Somerset must 
learn the difference between tax avoidance and tax plan¬ 
ning if they are to survive the Government's £9 billion 
clampdown on tax avoidance schemes next year, which 
it will be pursuing through The Finance Bill 2014. Accord¬ 
ing to West Country tax expert Robert Stone: "SMEs are 
exactly the type of businesses that HM Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms has targeted extremely aggressively so far in its bid 
to recoup a reported £35 billion "tax gap", which is made 
up of avoidance schemes, illegal tax dodging and under¬ 
payments. Although HMRC has been criticised heavily by 
MPs for concentrating on smaller businesses and individ¬ 
uals, rather than gunning for multinational organisations 
and Swiss bank account holders, there is no reason to sug¬ 
gest that they will divert attention from "the man in the 
street" in favour of pursuing global corporations." 

The Finance Bill 2014, which was published in draft form 
on 10 December 2013, includes a package of tough leg¬ 
islative measures that are specifically designed to tackle 
unpaid tax.The proposed legislation has entered a period 
of consultation, which will end on 4 February 2014. Some 
of the key measures introduced by the Finance Bill, which 
Robert Stone feels are particularly relevant include: 

Dual Employment Contracts - if a person lives overseas 
and works overseas for part of their employment, it has 
been common practice to set up two parallel employ¬ 
ment contracts (dual contracts) for that person. One con¬ 
tract would deal with earnings taxable in the UK and the 
other would apply to overseas earnings. From 6 April 
2014, UK tax will apply on both contracts, unless a higher 
amount of tax has been paid on the overseas earnings 
than in the UK. 

Employment intermediaries - from April 2014, fresh 
anti-avoidance rules will apply to umbrella companies 
who manage contractors in a number of industries. HMRC 
will go after contracts, which supposedly supply the con¬ 
tractor as a self-employed person. 

Charity Schemes - legislation will be introduced to pre¬ 
vent a charity from being entitled to claim charity tax re¬ 
liefs, such as Gift Aid, if one of the main aims of 
establishing the charity was tax avoidance. 

Disguised employment through limited liability part¬ 
nerships - this is aimed at LLPs, which HMRC believe exist 
mainly as an arrangement to avoid National Insurance 
Contributions on the pay of individuals who are described

as partners, but who are in fact employees. 

However, the real problem, as Mr Stone sees it, is that the 
boundaries between illegal tax evasion and legal tax 
avoidance are becoming increasingly blurred. "It is vitally 
important that businesses seek professional advice on all 
issues of tax planning before engaging in any schemes 
that HMRC view as tax avoidance." 

According to Mr Stone, the new definition of tax avoid¬ 
ance seems to apply to any moves designed to minimise 
tax by exploiting the law or loopholes in a way not antic¬ 
ipated when the law was made. "We undertake tax plan¬ 
ning on a daily basis and endeavour to ensure that our 
clients pay the right amount of tax, but no more than is 
necessary, by using tax law and reliefs in a proper way." 

Legitimate Tax Planning Tips 

There are a number of ways in which businesses can 
structure their affairs using options, which are clearly de¬ 
fined as legitimate by law: 

For businesses this may mean deciding what structure 
they should use - sole trader, partnership, Limited Liability 
Partnership or limited company. The choice of these struc¬ 
tures can have a considerable effect on tax liabilities, and 
providing that the decision made makes commercial 
sense, this is legitimate tax planning. 

Most people do not come across taxes on capital gains 
and inheritance very often and their knowledge of these 
can be very limited. A good Chartered Accountant's role 
is to find out what their clients' plans may be and to help 
them achieve these while ensuring that they do not pay 
more tax than is due.
